But It Is 
foreseeable that It would help start tho 
stroam ol dollars flowing again In world 
chEuinele, and give a healthy boost lo our 
buslncfls and Industrial reconversion. 

In 1930 our exports to the British empire 
amounted to more than a third of our total 
erport business. They added up to well over 
k billion dollars, which Isn't hay by any sort 
of figuring, 

. 01 course there are people In this country 
and Englahd who will Insist on bringing tho 
war alliance Into the picture. Some Britishers 
win claim to their dying day that we owe 
them a debt of dollars for holding off the 
nazis ilnglehandcd In the dark days bclwcen 
the fall of France and the Invasion of Russia. 
Some Americans will continue to regard lend- 
leaie us a shower of dollars Into British laps, 
rather tiian as tools of war and means ot sub- 
alat«nce which were largely eaten up, shot 
up and otherwise expended. 

But the fact remains that all that Is past 
and gone. The war la won, but the peace Isn't. 
And ttie goal of permanent and prosperous 
wotid peace can't be reached through trade 
barrleri and economic world war.
